Pleadi for Mercy 


Reims, France, May 7 (Delayed) 


Wi—Through an iron faced Prus- 
sian general, sneaking after 
he 


had finished signing the 
uncon 


dllional surrender of the Nazis, 
Germany pleaded today for mercy 
for tile German people. On the 
wall behind Ills back was t huge 
chart tabulating Allied casualties. 


He was Col. Gen. Gustaf Jodl, 


chief of the staff of the German 
army. 


He was standing in a room of a 


red sclioolhouse in Reims, where 
Gen. Eisenhower had his advanced 
headquarters. On a bin wooden 
table in front of him lay four 
Identical documents to which he 
had just aflixed his signature. 


There was one each for the 


United States, Britain. France and 
Russia. Each bore the words lirst 
written by President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill at 
Casablanca: "Unconditional sur- 
render."

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RETURNING WAR FLAGS 


The Civil War is over, and this has long 


been a united nation. Vet the captured flags 
of that war still hang in state museums along 
with Sic banners won from foreign enemies. 
By a Besolution introduced in the Pennsyl- 
vania legislature these flags are now to be 
returned to their states "as evidence of the 
friendship and esteem of this commonwealth, 
and its people."

portant. Perhaps no bitterness attaches to 
the trophids of a sectional war, and they 
hang purely as reminders of brave men's 
combat with other brave men.

When 60 years ago 
President Cleveland proposed to return the 
captured flags, politicians raised a furore. 
Gov. Joseph; B. Foraker of Ohio made so 
much noise tJiat he was ever after known as 
"Fire Alarm' Foraker." The project was 
dropped. 


No matter what Pennsylvania or other 


states do, fire alarms are no longer sounded. 
The Civjl War is' no longer a political issue.

BULGARIA'S KINGS 


Like a ghost from the past, the name of 


King Ferdinand of Bulgaria flits across the 
news. The 84-year-old ex-ruler is reported 
to have been killed in a road accident while 
escaping to Austria from his home in Slo 
yakia. 
. Ferdinand used to be' called "The Balkan 
Fox" 
for his skill in outwitting his rivals. 


Originally, a German princeling, he became 
prince of Bulgaria, and in 1908 changed the 
title to king. Along with Serbia and Greece 
he waged in 1912 
a highly • successful war 


against Turkey, and doubled Bulgaria's area. 


Then his luck turned. Almost immediately 


after this successful Balkan war he engaged 
in another with his former allies, losing most 
of his gains. He picked Germany as the 
probable winner of the first world war, and 


• washed only a few weeks before the Kaiser. 


He then abdicated in favor of his son Boris, 
who ruled till his death in 1943, and who 
imitated Ferdinand's mistake by likewise 
allying himself with Germany. 


The shrewd Ferdinand might have known 


better than to repeat this error.

THK TARIW I'KOBLEM 


To the fore again Is the question of the Ameri- 


can tarlft—a political and economic Irritant since 
Alexander Hamilton laid the foundations to our 
fiscal policies. The Republican party has generally 
been for a high tariff; the Democrats have sun- 
ported a lower tariff, except on such agricultural 
products as they desired to have protected. 


The author of the doctrine of reciprocal tariffs 


was a Republican, William Howard Taft. and hiH 
cpnccpts have been expanded by Mr. Hull In the 
present tariff treaties. Those treaties arc obvious- 
ly obsolete because of the war and the alterations 
in the economies ol all countries that have occurred 
during the war years. When, for instance, our re- 
ciprocal trade treaty with England'was arranged, 
that country was llie principal trading nation of 
the world. 
What is her trading position today? 


I think the British would like to know. 


Henry Wallace has, with characteristic 
self- 


assurance, hurled himself Into this tariff argument 
and it seems to be his conclusion that If our tariff 
is low, we shall enjoy 60,000,000 jobs for which 
there can be no more than 415,000,000 workers it 
any attention is paid to arithmetic. How 
docs 


Henry Wallace or anybody else know what will 
bring more jobs out of foreign trade unless and 
until he knows the economic state of trading coun- 
tries, the value of money, ours and theirs, rates of 
exchange, controls of production, wage-scales, 
standards of Jiving. For Instance, what is the pur- 
chasing power of Germany today; what will it be 
10 years from now? How can anyone tell? 


Much Is made of our postwar trade with Soviet 


Russia. Yet. every report Indicates that that coun- 
try is trying to borrow 56,000,000,000 for postwar 
purposes. 
In a word, Soviet Russia will pay us 


with our own money, which increases our national 
debt arid our tax load. Is that kind of trade worth 
while t 
Maybe. But I should like to see some 


figures proving it. Henry 
Wallace's 
excitable 


words are not proof. 


Before we can approach this question of a tariff 


rationally, we ijced to have some knowledge of the 
state of our own economy. We need to know what 
we shall be competing against not only in 
the 


markets of the world but in our own market at 
home. Against what, let us say. is goods manu- 
factured at one dollar an hour to compete? Against 
goods manufactured at 20 to 50-cents an hour, or 
perchance against slave:labor? 


That is what we need lo know before we decide 


for a high tariff, a low tariff, a reciprocal tariff or 
any kind of tariff. We need facts \vhich are today 
unavailable and without which no intelligent pet-- 
son can form an opinion. 


For instance, we know that the' Krupp Works, 


the Skoda Works and similar European com- 
petitors of our steel products companies have been 
bombed perhaps out of existence. Skoda used to 
manufacture locomotives and such heavy products 
in competition with us, of excellent quality but 
lo>ver price, the differential coming out 
of their 


lower wagq scale plus a subsidy from the French 
government. Our plants had no such subsidy from 
any source and paid a higher price for wages and 
raw materials. 


Their destruction is to our advantage, if—and 


that is the big word—If 'somebody will discover a 
way for European countries to pay for what they 
want to buy. Up to now, the only solution offered 
is that the United States lend them money, through 
credits or by exchange manipulations. That means 
that the American people pay for Ihe goods that. 
we jell to the Europeans and that we agree to be 
repaid in goods, which we can ourselves manufac- 
ture, when they have them to offer us. And we 
P»y lor their goods in credits or cash. Then they 
pay the debts-with our cash or their cheaper goods 
to compete wi(h our wage scale. 


Maybe that Is the only way it can be done 


Maybe that is the only way we can keep our overl 
expanded industry going. But it will break us in 
the end because It is unsound. We need figures on 
all sidc.i—and accurate figures arc still suppressed 
or unavailable.

SINUS SUFFEREKS 


Several years ago it was not unusual to find a 


sinus sufferer using an air pump to draw mucous or 
pus from a sinus. This is good treatment in that it 
allows for better ventilation ot the sinus and ven- 
tilation means less formation of mucous. Nose spe- 
cialists "open up" a sinus so that it xvill drain bet- 
ter and get more fresh air. 


It is known that low pressure of the atmosphere 


helps to drain a sinus, so that n llight in an air- 
plane, up where the air pressure is low, has been 
found lo give relief to sinus sufferers. It is inter- 
esting to learn that three physicians at North- 
western University medical school. Drs. 1). B. But- 
ler, G. J. Greenwood and A. C. Ivy. rcjwrl the suc- 
cessful use of a decompression chamber for the 
treatment of sinus disease. The rcjxirt appeared in 
Archives of Ololaryngology. 


After repeated tests they found that low press- 
ure, equivalent to an airplane llif lit two miles above 
ground. Is an effective treatment for the draining 
of infctted sinus pockets.

One of the oldest established 


tobacco stores on the Strand was 
preparing to close its doors in 
February, 1929. when Mrs. Philip 
Schuster was selling out the stock 
of tobacco and planning to retire 
from active business. . 


The business had been estab- 


lished by her husband half a cen- 
tury before, and after his death 
.the business was carried on by 
his widow. It was located in the 
three' story brick building on the 
Strand, near Hasbrouck avenue. 


The first floor was used as a 


retail cigar and tobacco store; the 
second floor for living apartments, 
and the third floor as a factory 
where Mr. Schuster employed a 
force of cigar makers, manufac- 
turing the cigars he sold in the 
store. 


The Schuster building was la- 


ter bought by Julius Alcon. the 
Strand retail shoe dealer. 


I recall the old wooden Indian 


that stood in front of the Schus- 
ter store for years. What became 
of the Indian I have forgotten. 


It was on February 17, 1919, 


that the city took over the former 
county laboratory in the county 
building on John street. The lab- 
oratory was turned over lo the 
city through {he efforts of Mayor 
Palmer Canfleld. 


The state health department 


sent Miss B. Eleanor Easlon. a 
bacteriologist, here to manage the 
laboratory and she remained in
